The Almshouse is under the charge of Mr. and Mrs. Charles M. 
Gowing, who have performed their duties, as master and matron, 
satisfactorily to the Overseers. Comparatively little help has been 
received from the inmates, while the condition of some of them has 
made necessary a large amount of extra care, and unpleasant 
labor. The work in the house has been done in a quiet, neat, and 
orderly manner, the inmates well cared for, and made as comforta- , 
ble as the circumstances would permit. Both in-doors and out 
economy has been practised, and the interests of the town looked 
after as well as the comfort of the immates. The number of in- 
mates at the commencement of the year was six, and at the close 
six; three were admitted during the year, one removed, and two 
died, namely: Warren Manter, aged 49, and Albert Cutter, aged 
79. The cash payments for the year above receipts were 
$1,089.48. The average number of inmates gives 2852 weeks for 
one person, making the cost $3.82 per week foreach inmate. The 
amount expended the past year, for support of poor out of the 
Almshouse, not including the insane, was $1,180.74. Included in 
the above are charges to other towns and cities for. the support of 
their paupers living in Walpole, amounting to $259.81, which has 
been paid, or will be, into the town treasury. The cost of the 
support of insane has been $890.48. The number of insane 
dependents has been five, who are now in the hospitals.

NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


WALPOLE, Jan. 1, 1885. 


For the Library year ending Dee. 31, 1884, the Trustees find 
_ themselves able to present the following, which, though brief, is all 
that seems necessary, inasmuch as there has been no material 
change in the minor details of running the Library, previous ex- 
periments having demonstrated the present method to be for the 
best interests of its patrons. 

The books circulated have been in the following proportions for 
the past year: Volumes issued, 19,273; fiction, 69 per cent. ; 
magazines, 14 per cent. ; all others, 17 per cent; these percentages 
being nearly the same as in 1883, and are considered a favorable 
showing, as the average per cent. of fiction issued from Public 
Libraries in general, as mentioned in last year’s report, is about 
74 per cent. 

There has been a decrease of fiction — since 1879 —in books 
issued from the Library, of 7 per cent. 

The number of volumes in the Library, now in circulation, is 
3,262; pamphlets, 52; different books of reference, 15; catalogues 
of other libraries, 28 ; official documents, 651. There have been 371 
volumes (366 by purchase) added to the Library this year, ex- 
clusive of pamphlets and public documents;, of these, twenty 
replaced worn-out books; 161 were fiction. 

Fifteen magazines have been taken, as follows : — 

2 Copies Harper’s, 2 Century, 2 St. Nicholas, 2 Wide Awake, 
1 Atlantic, 1 North American Review, 1 Popular Science Monthly, 
1 Literary World, 1 Harper’s Young People, 1 Littell’s Living Age, 
1 Edinburgh Review. ‘The last three have been added this year. 
Books have been purchased at four times this year; next year it is 
hoped they may be purchased more frequently. 
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The number of new names registered during the year, 136, — 
being an increase of 25 over last year. 

Thanks are due for contributions of books. by Mr. George A. 
Plimpton, Mr. Washington Glover, and, as in previous years, the 
editors of the ‘‘ Walpole Star” and ‘* Dedham Transcript” have 
placed their papers for general reading in our Library. The 
‘¢ Council Fire” for the year has also been sent by Mr. John R. 
Morse, and Public Documents from the Hon. Theodore Lyman, 
for all of which the Trustees acknowledge their obligations. 

The Trustees would urge the teachers of our schools to take out 
books, not only for use during school hours, but for the children 
to take to their homes, stimulating them, by their advice and 
assistance in choosing, to read the best that they can get, — as we 
take pains to put into the Library the best of children’s books, 
both fiction and others. 

As an appropriation for the coming year the Trustees recom- 
mend for the use of the Library — $300, besides the dog-tax.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you, are 
directed to notify the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole, 
qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall, in said Walpole, on Monday the second day of 
March next, at half-past twelve o’clock in the afternoon, then 
and there to act on the following articles : — 


ArticLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 

ArticLeE 2. To hear the Annual Reports of the Selectmen 
and other town officers, and act thereon. 

ARTICLE 3. To determine the methods of repairing the 
highways, town-ways, and bridges, during the ensuing year. 

ArtTICcLE 4. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

ArTICLE 5. To see how the town will vote on the following 
question : — 

“ Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in this town?” “The check-list shall be used, and the vote shall 
be by separate ballot, and ballots shall be “Yes” or“ No” in 
answer to the question. 
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Articte 6. To see if the town will approve of the list of 
jurors as prepared by the selectmen, and posted as required by 
law. 

Artictr 7. To see what compensation the town will allow 
the engineers and members of the Fire Department for their 
services the ensuing year. 

Articte 8. To see if the town will appoint, or instruct the 
Selectmen to appoint, special police-officers to enforce all laws 
- bearing upon the sale of intoxicating liquors, and appropriate 
money therefor. 

Articté 9. To make appropriations of such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray the expenses of the town not 
otherwise provided for, the ensuing year. 

Arrictr 10. Toraise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray the expenses of the town the ensuing year. 

Articte 11. To see if the town will vote to fix the time 
within which taxes assessed therein shall be paid. To see if 
the town will allow a discount on taxes paid on or before that 
date, and what interest shall be charged on any taxes remaining 
unpaid at that date. 

ArticLe 12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Collector, in collecting taxes, to use all means which the Treas- 
urer may use when appointed Collector. 

ArtTIcLE 13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes of the next ensuing year, and to issue 
notes of the town therefor; and the debts incurred under the 
authority of this vote are hereby made payable from said taxes. 

Articue 14. To see if the town will vote to sell their 
meadow land in the town of Norfolk, and authorize the Treas- 
urer to execute a deed of the same. 

Articte 15. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Sections 64, 65, 66, 67, 68, 69, 70, 71, 72, and 
73, of Chapter 27 of the Public Statutes of Massachusetts, 
choosing Selectmen, Assessors, and Overseers of the Poor, for 
one, two, and three years. 


Artricte 16. To see if the town will vote to pay Edmund 
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Polleys thirty-four dollars and ninety cents, paid by him on 
account of F. W.-Wentworth’s taxes for 1883. 

ArticLe 17. To hear and act upon the report of any com- 
mittee, and to choose any committee the town may think 


proper.

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The town, at its last annual meeting, elected two new 
members to the Board of School Committee, D. E. Metcalf 
and M. H. Piper. An organization was effected, with 
Mr. Metcalf as Chairman, and Mr. Piper as Secretary. 

The four old members soon after resigned, and, in a joint 
convention of the Selectmen and remaining members of the 
School Committee, the following-named persons were elected 
to fill the vacancies: S. E. Stone, N. W. Fisher, W. I. 
Lewis, J. H. Weeks. 

The death of Mr. Metcalf, in June, occasioned another 
vacancy, which was filled by the election of R. S. Gray. 
Mr. Weeks was elected chairman. 


DAVID E. METCALF. 


Your Committee desire here to express their appreciation 
of their late chairman. 

In the short period of our association with him we found 
him thoroughly interested in all things connected with the 
good of the schools, always ready to aid the other members 
of the Board, and prompt in fulfilling the duties of his depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Metcalf has served the town many terms as a member 
of the School Board, and no one was better acquainted with 
the school history of Walpole. That he was willing, after his 
long service, and after all the changes in methods, and in 
public opinion, to serve this year, furnishes us some idea of 
his character. 
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‘It is only when such men drop out of the ranks of public 
servants that we recognize, fully, our obligations to them. 


SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT. 


It is the opinion of the Committee that, under the present 
arrangement, by which the schools come under the care of 
several persons, they cannot be made to accomplish so much 
as when one competent person has entire supervision. 
This person’s profession should be that of School Super- 
intendent. No other work should interfere with it. No one 
else can properly fulfil the duties devolving upon School 
Committees. | 

This question of school superintendency is being discussed 
by the people of neighboring towns. 

We could easily unite with Norwood in the support of a 
Superintendent. The School Board would be cut down, but 
it would be more effective; while in a very short time we 
should perceive the good results of the change. 


SCHOOL—HOUSES. 


The loss, by fire, Dec. 19th, of the Centre School-house, 
imposed on the Committee the duty of providing accommoda- 
tion for one hundred and eighty-one pupils, which was ac- 
complished as follows: Mr. Holmes’ and Miss Bird’s schools 
—the First and Second Grammar — were combined, and Miss 
Boyden’s and Miss Battles’ Second and Third Primaries were 
similarly treated, —all occupying the rooms at the’ Village 
School-house. Arrangements were made with the Methodist 
Society and the trustees of the Fales estate, by which room 
was secured for Miss Adams’ school, the First Primary. 
The lower Town Hall has been fitted up for the High 
School. This was accomplished before the opening of the 
winter term, so that no delay or interruption was occasioned 
to the regular school work. Four of the schools are some- 


what crowded, under this plan, but they can be carried on as 
they are, till proper accommodation is furnished by the town. 

In rebuilding, it is the opinion of the Committee, that all 
these schools shouid be provided for in one building. 

Sufficient furniture and apparatus for the present urgent 
need of these schools has been procured. 

The East, West, and Village school-houses are in fair con- 
dition. At the North, the recitation-room will need repairs 
this season, and the South School-house is in such condition 
as to require quite an outlay soon. 


CHANGE IN TEXT-—BOOKS. 


An examination of the text-books in use showed no com- 
plete uniformity for schools of the same grade. 

Where we could, consistently with our ideas, we retained 
certain books as standard ones. We introduced others, and 
thus formed a complete list. 

By putting the same text-books in all schools of one grade 
we hope to make the work done the same, or nearly the same, 
in quality and amount. 

In this we do not recognize the equality of schools of the 
same grade, for we have found that some are far behind 
others; and considerable time must pass before the schools, 
nominally of the same grade, shall be so in reality. 

The present arrangement will make it possible, after a 
while, for one school, in its work, to represent all of the same 
grade. 

By this, also, the work of preparing lists of questions for 
the entrance examinations for the High School will be made 
easier. 

We adopted as standard text-books the following: for the 
Primary and Grammar Schools; Monroe’s Readers, Worces- 
ter’s Spelling-books, Franklin Arithmetics, Reed and Kellogg 
Grammars, Warren’s Geographies, Scudder’s History, the 
Graphic system of Penmanship; for the High School, Mon- 


roe’s Reader, Dana’s Geology, Quackenbos’ Philosophy, 
Franklin Arithmetic, Greenleaf’s Algebra, Reed and Kellogg 
Grammar, Warren’s Physical Geography, Harkness’ Latin. 

We were surprised to find so few good spellers among the 
pupils of the various schools. The written method of spell- 
ing prevailed. We determined, as there were no spelling- 
books in use in the schools, to introduce one at once. We 
selected Worcester’s, and we require spelling from this book 
once a day, the written and oral methods alternating. Many 
towns and cities, including Boston, have found the written 
method alone not productive of the best results, and they 
have introduced the book now in use in our schools. 

Monroe’s First Steps in Spelling is in use in the First 
Primary School of the Centre, and it will be given other 
schools where the classes correspond to those in the school 
mentioned. So far, we have adopted, for supplementary 
reading in the Primary Schools, Barnes’ series. 

We found two histories in use, the Eclectic and Higginson’s. 
We threw these out, and introduced everywhere the new, 
and, as we think, the better, — Scudder’s. The new system 
of penmanship is superior, in all respects, to the one that 
has been in use. 


FREE TEXT—BOOKS. ~ 


By Act of the Legislature of 1884, all cities and towns are 
required to furnish, free of cost, to the pupils in the common 
schools, all necessary text-books and supplies. The books 
are loaned to the pupils, who, with their parents or guardians, 
are responsible for their appearance and safety. It is ex- 
pected, as these books are to be used by successive classes 
of children, that parents and guardians will aid the Commit- 
tee in impressing children with the necessity of keeping in 
good condition the books thus loaned. 

The expense to the town this year, by reason of the law, 
may seem, to many, large. But it must be remembered that 


the supply now on hand will make any great outlay for a 
year or two unnecessary. The appropriation made last year 
for incidentals was insufficient, of course, because made be- 
fore this Act of the Legislature. 


DRAWING. 


We have given no attention to this department. The 
stock of books is exhausted, and we did not feel justified in 
practically wasting the money of the town by new purchases. 
It is hard to see where the pupils benefited by the system 
that had been adopted here. 

Besides, until the pupils did better work in their ordinary 
studies, we did not recognize the propriety of introducing an 
extra department. 


BUBBLING BROOK. 


We found eleven Walpole pupils here. The teacher, Miss 
Colburn, has occupied this position for several years. We 
were pleased with the appearance of things; the careful su- 
pervision of the Dedham Committee being evident. Some 
features of the system in use here might well be introduced 
into our own. 

The first class in Geography was in advance of any in our 
Grammar Schools. The reading was particularly intelligent. 

The interests of our children in that part of the town are 
in good hands. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


The condition of this school was unsatisfactory. Both as 
to the behavior of pupils and the quality and amount of 
work done, it ranked low. <A certain lawlessness and lack 
of ambition characterized some of the pupils. 

This lawlessness expressed itself in attacks upon the school 
building, which is much defaced, and in an unwillingness to 
obey the reasonable requirements of the teacher. During 
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several visits to this school, your Committee did not find one 
recitation satisfactory. This state of things was not owing to 
any inefficiency of the teacher. The causes lay further back. 

Mr. William A. Guild was then in charge as teacher. He 
worked faithfully, we think, to effect an improvement ; and 
we were able to tell him, after several weeks, that there was 
an advance. 

Mr. Guild presented his resignation at the close of the 
first week of the fall term, in order to accept a position 
elsewhere. So far as we knew, there was no understanding 
with him, when engaged here, to the effect that.he should 
have leave to accept another position at any time; but we 
accepted his resignation at once, — feeling that his services 
would not be especially valuable if we held him against his 
desire. We have not made it a condition, when engaging a 
teacher, that he shall not leave before the close of the term 
but we believe it will be for the best interests of the schools 
if future committees make such a condition. 

Mr. F. H. Pease was secured to succeed Mr. Guild. Mr. 
Pease has seemed to have a better appreciation of the situa- 
tion than Mr. Guild, being better fitted, by reason of more 
extended training and natural force, to develop the school as 
the Committee desire. 

The number of pupils in this school had so increased that 
the Committee felt justified in engaging as assistant Miss Ella 
Hartshorn. Before this the younger children had received 
insufficient attention, which may-account, in large part, for 
the lack of interest as they grew older. 

The results, of late, have been encouraging. Much better 
order prevails in the school-room. Mr. Pease has devoted 
himself to the proper Grammar-School work, while parents 
and Committee have observed the rapid improvement of the 
younger pupils. The most notable result of the present 
arrangement is the advance made by some children once con- 
sidered dull and slow. 


Miss Hartshorn has followed the methods in use in the 
best Primary Schools of the town. | 

No public examination of this school was held, owing to 
the prevalence of sickness, that almost necessitated the clos- 
ing of the school. This school contributed no members to 
the class entering the High School. 


EAST WALPOLE. 


It is to be regretted that the number of pupils attending 
the schools here seems to be diminishing rather than increas- 
ing, for here we have two good teachers devoted to their 
work, and who have been in their places long enough to gain 
the respect of their pupils and to impress them with their 
methods. 

The Grammar School furnished nearly half the members 
of the class entering the High School. Two of them were 
the only ones to pass, successfully, the first examination for 
admission. 

Mr. Chace has given satisfaction to parents and Committee, 
and may well take satisfaction in the results of his work. 

‘The annual examination passed off very creditably. The 
best spellers were in this school. 

A higher average in Arithmetic was attained here, though 
it is but fair to state that this was the result of a longer drill- 
ing than the pupils in the other schools had had. 

We have been obliged, however, to check a lawlessness, 
that has been displayed, not so much inside the building and 
during school hours, as outside. 

It isdifficult, also, to trace the perpetrators when the school 
property has been injured. 

The Primary School is in charge of Miss Everett. We 
have found but little occasion for suggestion or change. The 
results of the instruction seem more unequal here, however, 
than anywhere else, the pupils differing so as to natural 
ability. Some are exceptionally bright and quick, others 
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very slow. The examination passed off fairly well, the dif- 
ference just mentioned showing itself as in the ordinary reci- 
tations. 


SOUTH WALPOLE. 


The number of pupils in both schools is smaller than at 
the beginning of the year. The reason for the decrease is 
found in the removal of several families from this part of the 
town. Ten children left the schools during the fall term. 

The Grammar School was in charge of Mr. E. P. Boyden. 
Mr. Boyden had been called suddenly to fill the place, for a 
term, of a teacher who had resigned to accept another posi- 
tion. We extended Mr. Boyden’s time to the end of the 
school year. 

The pleasantest relations existed between teacher and 
pupils; but the school was not satisfactory in all respects. 
A free-and-easy air had been adopted by the pupils. ‘There 
was a lack of discipline, while the recitations showed insuffi- 
cient study. 

Miss M. Sylvester took charge at the beginning of the fall 
term. We believed it to be best for a school so situated to 
have, as teacher, a stranger, who would not be hampered 
by local prejudice or sympathy. The difficulties in the way 
of Miss Sylvester have not been entirely overcome. There is 
yet too little ambition, while the manners of many of the 
pupils are rude. We have been obliged to exert our au- 
thority, in several instances, to correct roughness and main- 
tain discipline. 

But we are able to state that better work than formerly is 
being done. Not so much wild guessing characterizes recita- 
tions ; while the progress of several pupils has been particu- 
larly pleasing. 

Less ground was covered by this sil the past year than 
by any other; but there is no reason why, with the books 
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and methods now adopted, it should not be, by and by, one 
of the best schools in town. 

The Primary School was taught by Miss Annie Bird. We 
were much pleased with her methods and their results. It 
was impossible not to notice the contrast between the indus- 
try and interest of her pupils, and the strange indifference to 
study noticed in the Grammar School. We take this oppor- 
tunity to remark that, quite generally in the town, the pupils, 
in passing from the Primary to the Grammar Schools, have 
lost much of their ambition. This may be due to the 
too great difference in method. But how to extend the 
Primary methods, now so successful, to the Grammar Schools, 
is a subject that our successors may well consider. 

The examination of Miss Bird’s school demonstrated her 
ability as a teacher, and pleased the Committee and parents 
present. The vacancy caused by the transfer of Miss Bird 
to a larger school has been filled by Miss Lizzie Bird, who 
had not taught before, but who has succeeded in keeping 
up the standards established by her sister. Her manner is 
pleasant, and the children in her charge are bright and evi- 
dently happy. | 


We can commend her for her work thus far. 


WEST WALPOLE. 


The school here is still in charge of Miss Stanley. We 
congratulate the people of that part of the town on having so 
worthy a teacher. Very few teachers would be willing to 
remain in a school so small and remote from the Centre. 
Always cheerful and interested, Miss Stanley makes the 
most of her rather discouraging field. The number of pupils 
here has not varied much within the year. The order is 
good ; the recitations are fair. 

This school contributed three members to the High School 
this year. In justice to their teacher we must say their suc- 


cess was largely due to her zeal. The studious habits, 
formed with her, manifest themselves in the higher school. 


CENTRE SCHOOLS. 


The three Primary Schools here were all in admirable con- 
dition at the close of the fall term. We were not afraid to 
compare them with schools of the same grade in any town in 
the State. 

The changes made necessary by the burning of the build- 
ing which they had occupied, interfered less with their work 
than we had feared. At the regular time for opening the 
winter term they were gathered in their new quarters; and, 
though we cannot fairly expect as much from them as in the 
old quarters, we are sure that, with the same teachers, they 
will still be a credit to the town. 

The action of the Committee of last year, in placing Miss 
L. F. Adams in charge of the First Primary, has been justi- 
fied by its present condition. 

We have noted the remarkable interest manifested by the 
children in their studies, notably Arithmetic; the study 
that, in some of our schools, seems most distasteful and diffi- 
cult, here seems a favorite. 

We remark, also, the steady attendance. And, while the 
average is reduced by the irregularity of a few, most of the 
pupils are sure to be in their places at every session. 

Miss Adams was called to succeed Miss Ambrose, a favor- 
ite with parents and children, and who had been a successful 
teacher. This, naturally, made her work, at first, hard, for 
comparisons were constantly being made to her disadvantage. 
But she is triumphing over that hindrance, as also over her 
lack of special training, having been engaged immediately 
after her graduation from the High School. 

Miss Adams has erred on the side of over-anxiety, rather 
than of assurance, exacting, perhaps, too much from her 
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pupils, but always helpful, and, certainly, in thorough ear- 
nest. We considered the results of the examination very 
creditable. A large class was promoted from this to the 
Second Grammar School. 

The Second Primary School is still in charge of Miss A. 
L. Boyden, who, having established a reputation for ability, 
easily preserves it. We cannot too much commend her 
manner and method. 

The number of pupils in this school had so increased. dur- 
ing the summer term that all the pupils could not be pro- 
vided for comfortably. We determined to create another 
school, by removing the youngest children to the room 
under the High School, appointing as teacher Miss Battles, 
who had acted as assistant to Miss Boyden. This change 
made it possible for Miss Boyden to develop better her own 
method, while the pupils remaining in her charge could re- 
ceive her whole attention with increasing benefit to them- 
selves. 

We gave to the new school the name Third Primary. 
From the start the number of pupils was large, there being 
over fifty enrolled. In some respects this was the most 
interesting school in the town. Of course, attendance at 
this school is more variable than at the others, the children 
being so young that a severe storm, or extreme cold, will 
prevent them. The change of room necessitated by the fire 
has resulted in a reduced attendance. Miss Battles has 
seemed the right person for the place. As assistant to Miss 
Boyden she did not have the opportunity for fully mani- 
festing her ability. Being put in charge of a large school, 
she has done well, preserving in another, but equally good 
sense, her relation as assistant, by fitting-her pupils to take 
their places easily in Miss Boyden’s school. 
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FIRST GRAMMAR. 


Considering the large number of pupils in the Centre 
Primary and Second Grammar schools, the small number 
attending here is surprising and unaccountable to many of 
us. But we must remember that many of the pupils in the 
Second Grammar School, after completing the course there, 
are removed by their parents and put to work in the mills 
and elsewhere. There is thus cut off from this school a part 
of its natural supply. The work of the two Grammar-School 
teachers is made decidedly unequal, by reason of this differ- 
ence in the number of pupils. 

This school is a comparatively easy one to the teacher. 
But we cannot regard its present condition as entirely 
creditable to its advantages. It stands for the completion of 
the full Primary School system, in the centre of the town,, 
where there need be no break in that system. 

The movement of the school is sluggish; there is no ani- 
mation, no snap. Mr. E. H. Holmes is in charge, and it is 
but fair to state that, previous to his coming, the standards 
set in the school were decidedly low. It cannot recover all 
at once from the effects of a past defective and loose admin- 
istration. 

Spelling in this school has not, until recently, and since 
the introduction of the spelling-book, received the attention 
that so important a study should. The custom had been to 
depend quite exclusively upon the written method, and to 
class spelling with writing and drawing, giving a short 
time to it on two or three days only of the week. 

The reading in this school is unintelligent and mechanical ; 
the Primary Schools excelling it in this respect. 

In arithmetic, last year, not so much ground was covered 
as schools of this grade usually do cover; while the class 
that, at the end of the year, is supposed to be ready for the 
High School, was, as a whole, not qualified. 
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SECOND GRAMMAR. 


This is a large school, and, in some respects, difficult for 
any teacher. The difference in ability of the pupils is very 
marked, while a stricter discipline than in some other schools 
has to be maintained. 

The singular lack of animation and interest, observed else- 
where among pupils who had been advanced from the Primary 
grade, characterized this school. The pupils recited as if 
they had found study irksome, and therefore did not impress 
pleasantly a visitor. Miss L. B. Blake was in charge until 
the close of the school year, when she accepted a position in 
Arlington. Her method was not a development of that in 
the Primary Schools, and that fact may account, somewhat, 
for the change in the pupils coming from those schools. 

During the summer term, however, we noticed an im- 
provement in interest and manner of reciting, and at the ex- 
amination the various classes made quite creditable recita- 
tions. 

Miss Annie Bird was appointed teacher, and began her 
work with the present school year. We hoped, in transfer- 
ring this teacher from another part of the town, that, having 
been so long in the Primary schools, and acquainted with the 
method there, she would extend that method to the higher 
school. From present indications our expectations will be 
realized. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


We regret that our report of this school, for the earlier 
portion of the year, can contain nothing favorable. Nomi- 
nally at the head of the schools, it was, really, in many 
respects, behind them all. 

On our first official visit the school was in the midst of 
what purported to be “general exercises.” No reader or 
speaker received any correction or criticism, although 
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errors were many and palpable, while the pupils, generally, 
followed each exercise with loud and mechanical hand- 
clapping ; thus making a burlesque of the exercises. Many, 
when called upon, excused themselves, giving no reason. 

It seemed to us that the teacher, with all his evident good 

intention, was powerless to check disorder or to exact a 
recitation. The pupils recognized no authority but their 
own. Inall the classes reciting, during our several visits, 
the majority of the members failed or excused themselves ; 
and this, we learned, was the rule. 
. Thus, in a class of seven but two attempted to recite ; 
one member announcing coolly to the teacher that he had 
concluded to spend his time on something else. In one case 
of the failure of most of the members of a class, without 
reason, instead of insisting upon a better recitation, or even 
reprimanding them, the teacher translated every sentence 
for them. 

It was the custom of this school to delay coming to order 
long after the bell had struck, and the other schools in the 
building had settled to quiet and work. The din and con- 
fusion meanwhile were a source of serious annoyance to the 
other schools. Complaint from other teachers was frequent. 
Everything in the school-room bore marks of the destructive 
habits of some pupils. 

Your Committee looked into the room once after a vigorous 
snowballing had been indulged in by the pupils, and its 
appearance may easily be imagined. 

Four members of the Committee were present at the annual 
examination. 

The examination in mathematics was by drawn slips, each 
of which contained a problem. These problems were all 
taken from work the classes had, presumably, done during 
the year. 

One of the pupils informed the teacher that he could not 
perform the problem drawn by him. He was told to draw 
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until he could find one. We noticed that he drew three 
times, and that others, also, availed themselves of this ex- 
traordinary privilege. Could anything be more absurd? 

On questioning the class in English Literature, we found 
that the members had been posted on biographies of certain 
writers, but had read nothing, or almost nothing, of their 
works, and were profoundly ignorant of the biographies or 
works of writers as eminent as those who figured in the 
sketches they had given. 

To the demand “Give the names of eminent American 
writers, living and dead,” no answer at first was returned. 
Nor could the class satisfactorily answer. 

We were assured by the teacher that the class in Physical 
Geography had carefully reviewed the ground gone over 
during the term; but the results of the examination could 
not have been worse if the class had not been reviewed at 
all. We had no occasion to question this class, the failure 
was so complete. 

A better impression was made by the classes in Latin, 
although the suspicion that the very free translation of some 
of the passages was not the fruit of personal study has been 
proved well founded. 

A small class graduated in June. 

The lists of questions for the first entrance examination 
were made by Mr. Bailey, the second by the Committee. 
It was the intention of the Committee to prepare the first 
lists, but Mr. Bailey had already advanced in the matter, and 
he was permitted to finish, with this understanding, that the 
questions should be based on the actual work done in the 
‘eatch” questions should be admitted. 
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schools, and that no 
Although most of the pupils admitted this year to the High 
School failed to pass on the first examination, their record, 
since their admission, has been, generally, excellent. 
Mr. L. N. Cummings was called from Uxbridge, where he 
had taught seven years, to take charge of the school. The 
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success of the school since his coming has been pronounced. 
We did not dare hope for such a transformation. In be- 
havior the pupils have greatly improved. They are no 
longer found upon the street during recitation hours. In the 
school-room they are quiet and studious, while some of the 
recitations now are really fine. 

A new start has been given this school. It is responding, 
as we felt sure it would, to the earnestness of a thorough 
teacher. There is as good material here as in any high 
school. Now that a satisfactory teacher is secured, we 


should keep him, if possible.
